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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections • 35 USC §112 

1 . The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

2. Claim 1 & 2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which 
was not described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to 
which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the 
invention. All polymers can be divided into two major groups based on their thermal 
processing behavior. Those polymers that can be heat-softened in order to process into 
desired form are called thermoplastics. Thermoplastics can be recovered and 
prefabricated by application of heat and pressure. In comparison thermosets are 
polymers whose individual chains have been chemically linked by covalent bonds 
during polymerization or by subsequent chemical or thermal treatment during 
fabrication. Once formed, these cross-linked networks resist heat softening, creep, and 
solvent attack, but cannot be thermally processed. Applicant has one example of a 
thermosetting polymer from all possible polymers claimed. 

3. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

4. Claim 12 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
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regards as the invention. Claim 1 is futher limited by one additive. The additive should 
be those that are disclosed by applicant note Claim 13. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

5. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed 
publication in this or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

6. Claims 1-2Tare rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as anticipated by or, in the 
alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Matsumura et al [2004/0058266]. 
Matsumura et al teaches a toner with a reactive polymer which cross-links when heated. 
The image with the toner has mechanical durability note [0050]. Among the functional 
groups are epoxy groups [0068] and polar groups [0069]. Among the many examples 
GMA glycidyl methacrylate with a carboxyl group is taught[0081]. Two or more carboxyl 
groups are part of the reactive polymers note [0087]. Two or more resins can be used 
[0155] with reactive functional groups known to the skilled worker. 

7. Claims 1-21 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as anticipated by or, in the 
alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Tanaka et al [4217406]. Tanaka et 
al teaches an electrophotographic toner with a cross-linkable functional group resin and 
a polyfunctional resin capable of reacting with the cross-linkable resin. Cross-linkable 
agents are taught in Col. 3 lines 45-69 as polyfunctional amine catalysts. The epoxy as 
an acrylic resin containing glycidyl group is taught note examples 1-3.
